said and tho others assented ui their various 
ways—Leo as though it were tbe best joke in 
the woild Job, in respectful disgust, and

According]} as soon as the sun got low, 


bating little or nothing more to hope for 
fi-om our fritndly wind we started. Foi tlie 
first hour or BO we managed to row the Iwat 
though with grejt labor, but after that the 
n oeds got too tlinjt to allow of it, and we 
were obliged to resoi t to the primitive and 
most oibaustiug resources of towing her For 
two hours we labored, Mahomed, Job and 
myself, who was supposed to bo strong enough 
to pull against the two of them on the bank, 
while Leo gat in the uow of the boat and 
brushed away the we«i» which collected 
round the cut water with Mahomed's sword 
At dark v,o halted till midnight to icst and 
enjoy the mosquitoes but when themoon got 
up we went on again, taking advantage of 
the comparative cool of the night 
At dawn 


we halted for three hours, and then staileifi, 
once more, and labored on till about 10 
o clock, when a thunder storm, accompanied 
by n deluge of ram overtook us, and wl 
spent the neit six hours practically under 
water 


I do not know that there u any necessity 


forme to describe the next foui days of our 
voyage in detail, further than to Fay that 
they were on the whole, the most miserable 
that 1 ever spent in my life, forming one 
monotonous lecord of heavy labor 
heat 


misery and mosquitoes All the way we 
passed through a region of almost endless 
swamp, alid I can on]} attribute our escape 
from fever and death to tho constant doses of 
quinine and purgatives which we took and 
the unceasing toil which' we were forced to 
undergo 
On the third day of our journey 


up the canal »e had sighted a round hill that 
loomed dimly through the vapors of the 
marsh, and on tho evening of the fourth 
night, when we camped, this hill seemed to 
be withui five and tnenty or thirty miles of 
us. We wero by now utterly exhausted and 
felt as though our blistered hands could not 
pnll the boat a yard further and that the bes6 
thing that wo could do would be to lie down 
and die in that dreadful wilderness of swamp.

In which I trust no other white man ' 
will ever be placed, and as I threw 
myself down in the boat to sleep the sleen of 
utter exhaustion, I bitterly cursed my foUy 
in ever having been a party to sueh a mad 
undertaking, which <ould, I saw, only end In 
onr death in thb ghastly land. I thought I 
remember, as I .lowly sunk into a don, of 
what tho appearance of the boat and her un- 
happy crew would be in two or three months' 
time from that night There she would lie 
with gaping seams and half filled with fetid 
water, that, when tho mist laden wind stirred 
her, would wash backward and forward 
through our moldering bones, and that would 
be the end of her and tho» in her, who would 
follow after myths and seek out the secrets of 
nature 
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
